4. Re the work that Mr. Swain did In abstracting from the literature 
words and pasaages that may be religious; that seem to have no 
religious connotation; and that make medical claims; We have made 
Xerox copies (4 each) of each such page from about half the literature, 
and are working on the rest. 

3. Re our position with regard to the case, we request you consider 
advising the Court on November lfcth that we Intend to prove st trial 
that Scientology ia not a religion; that rather it is a system of 
philosophy invented by L. Ron Hubbard which does not encompass within 
it any of the essentials of what Is commonly understood to be "religion. n 
(See Webster's New World Dictionary, College Edition, and/or Webster's 
New Collegiate Dictionary.) Every definition we have seen of the word 
"religion" (except "loose" definitions where the word is used figusatlvely) 
speaks of religion In terms of worship or adoration of a God, a Supreme 
Being, and faith in such Being (whether that Being be manifest as a 
Person or as Nature or the moon or whatever), plus certain conduct of 
life and rituals. All of these essentials are present In all religions. 
Including the Eastern religions known as Confucianism and Buddhism. 

6. Every religion has a philosophy to it, but every philosophy la not 
a religion even though it may embody a way of life. "Philosophy" and 
"Religion" are oot identities.

Personally speakings Returning to our office after an absence of about twe months 
vc arc "moved" to get out this bulletin instead of devoting the time to trying to 
clear up our desk, by receipt of copies cf seme inter-Bureau correspondence on the 
subject, reminding us that quite seme tine ago we had covenanted with ourself that 
vre would try to bring this thing up to date on as nearly a factual basis as possible 
for us to do. 

Particularly "moving" are the statements made to the Spokane Bureau by the secretary- 
treasurer of the Spokane Institute of Scientology, especially about Hubbard, which 
we feel have very little foundation in fact. 

However, in our opinion dianetics cr Scientology or whatever they may call it next, 
is a subject that Bureaus >*i 11 be asked about in increasing vcl-ine, probably far 
exceeding that regarding, the new deceased "Archbishop of Moscow", and there will be, 
according to our ejqperience already, this difference in the quality of the inquirers: 

The folks who ask you about dianetics will be mostly in a higher bracket mentally — 
college or partially college-trained, business and professional people who are 
frustrated and confused — as who isn't.'. It is quite probable that it will be played 
un extensively as a treatment for alcoholism, and of course there is always the 
possibility that it will get a big play in connection with all sorts of mental 
diseases, including insanity, v e call your particular attention to the statement cf 
Hubbard (in our first bulletin) that "we (dianetics) are out to replace medicine in 
three, years." Hubbard's misadventures financially have doubtless slowed his progress 
personally, but the idea seems to be gaining. 

In view of these possible developments it se*ems important that Bureaus be in a 
position to deal with the subject factually, and we hope that the three bulletins vo 
have issued, with those from other Bureaus, will provide a start i-n that direction.

ganization. The proceeds from this manual, the Bureau is advised, 
will be used to gain public contributions to the Library. The Bur¬ 
eau was further advised that n already existing contact in the United 
Nations will bo utilized to secure a U.N. Charter for the organization." 
When questioned concerning as to who the UoN. contact might be, the Denver 
representative of the subject could not remember the name. 

The Bureau is further advised that "The Hubbard Dianotics Foundation, 

Inc., personnel has taken loyalty, oaths to the U.S. Government and 
screens out all subversives." 

The name "Agnes Dobson" appears to be signed to letters of solicit¬ 
ation for membership. The Denver office of the subject advised the 
Bureau that Agnes Dobson was originally employed as a stenographer 
in the office, but her present whereabouts is unknown. The Denver 
office consists of one room in a remodeled house located on the out¬ 
skirts of the business district* The office is manned by two employees, , 
a 'man and a girl* 

As stated, the Allied Scientists of the World is to be sponsored and 
backed by the Hubbard Dianetics Foundation. The Hubbard Dianetic Re¬ 
search Foundation was incorporated in the State of New Jersey on April 
17, 1950. In June, 1951, the New Jersey Board of Medical Examiners 
informed the National Better Business Bureau that proceedings had been 
instituted against the Foundation for "conducting a school teaching 
medicine or surgery or any branch thereof or any method of treatment." 

The summon s,wa s se rved in Jan uary 1951 and the case was to have been 
tried onjbhe $th of Juno* In the meantime, the Foundation closed and 
“Teftthe State" of ’’New Jersey. A news item of May 15th mentioned that 
a bank account and office furniture of the Foundation were attached 
for an unpaid printing bill of #2,728. Early in 1951, the Hubbard 
Dianetics Foundation was incorporated in the State of Kansas and sub¬ 
sequently went into receivership, the receivership petition alleging 
that the corporation was originally set up in California; that af¬ 
ter incurring debts there it was moved and a new corporation formed 
in New Jersey. The Wichita district court upheld the receivership 
and the case is now pending before the Kansas Supreme Court* 

The- foregoing information, furnished by the Denver Area Better Business 
Bureau in response to inquiry, is obtained from sources believed to be 
reliable, but the Bureau does not guarantee its accuracy or completeness.

The summons was served in January 1951 and the case was to have been 
tried on the 5th of Juno, In the meantime, the Foundation closed and 
left the State of Now Jersey. A news item of May l5th mentioned that 
a bank account and office furniture of the Foundation were attached 
for an unpaid printing bill of §2,728. Early in 1951, the Hubbard 
Dianetics Foundation was incorporated in the State of Kansas and sub¬ 
sequently went into receivership, the receivership petition alleging 
that the corporation was originally set up in California; that af¬ 
ter incurring debts there it was moved and a now corporation formed 
in New Jersey. The Wichita district court upheld the receivership 
and the case is now pending before the Kansas Supreme Court,

it gets smaller and that it \/ill be somewhat difficult to distinguish be¬ 
tween the various elements* 

This bulletin is meant to supplement our bulletin 'of March 1, which should 
now be used principally for background information. 


L, Ron Hubbard we believe is no longer connected v.dth the Hubbard Foundation 
or Hubbard College* He is said to be in Phoenix, Arizona but X have no 
verification on this. On Juno 3> 1952 he was ordered by federal bankruptcy 
court to snow cause Y/hy he should not be cited for contempt of court for 
alleged failure to return certain lectures, tape recordings and similar 
property that were considered the property of the Foundation,, 

James M 0 Elliott, Hubbard’s associate in Hubbard College and very briefly 
connected with the Foundation prior to its bankruptcy, is wanted on a felory 
warrent on charges that he unlawfully took similar property from the Foun¬ 
dation in February, 1952c 

Hubbard and Ellioot have “sold" Hublwrd College to one Virginia L. Piggett' 
Ydio presumably will continue to operate under that name, Mrs, Piggett»s 
qualifications for operating a college to teach dianetics are not known to 
us. She is known here as a promoter ;.n various types of enterprises vrith 
her divorced and deceased (?) husbair-,. Further than this at the moment I 
cannot give you a "quotable cuote" but extreme caution is suggested, 

Hubbard Dianetics Foundation is continuing to operate under the original 
name up to now*, Don Pure el 1 (see report) and associates after the bank¬ 
ruptcy bought >,he physical assets frc:. the referee, and presumably will 
continue along the same lines, without the services of Hubbard, with vrhom 
they are feuding.

The following information, secured from what we believe to be reliable 
sources but for v/hich we assume no responsibility, is believed, to be 
correct and up to date* :■ 

Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Inc., a Kansas corporation, on February 
21, 1952, filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy, by action of-its 
president, Don Purcell, a Wichita business nan. The corporation yras 
previously in receivership (appealed to State Supreme Court) as result 
of action brought by creditors in the east prior to the move to Wichita. 

Allied Scientists' of the World, and International Library of Arts and 
Sciences, are subsidiaries of the Foundation, and presumably,.affected 
by the sane action. 

The Foundation has had a contract with Hubbard which permits the Foun¬ 
dation to use the name, Dianetics, and to act as distributor for Hubbard’s 
books. The contract specifies that if Hubbard is dissatisfied with the 
Foundation’s methods he has the right to cancel this agreement. In view 
of this fact, and since the name Dianetics seems to have considerable 
possibility for commercial exploitation, the Foundation should still be 
kept in your "live" files, and we vdll report when there are further de- , 
velopments. 

Hubbard is now completely separated from the Foundation, and has orga¬ 
nized Hubbard College, a Kansas corporation, non profit, with temporary 
offices in the Derby Building, Wichita, while they seek larger quarters. 

Scientific Press, Inc., a Kansas corporation, is owned completely by 
Hubbard, for the printing and distributing of his books and other 
writings, 

Hubbard College is set up to teach Dianetics under the personal supervision 
of Hubbard* Graduates become "registered dianeticists" and will be li¬ 
censed to give courses in dianotic processing in their own offices or 
schools. The fees and charges for this licensing, with necessary films 
and texts, are now $1,000, which is to be increased to $1,500 on March 1, 
1952, to $2,000 on March 20, and to $5,000 on June 1, 1952*

Fiscal History Originally Hubbard Dianetics Foundation vras operating 
under four separate charters, at Los Angeles, New York 
Cdty, Washington, D, C., Elizabeth, N. J., and an office at Honolulu* 

None of these are now in operation, we believe* The office at Honolulu 
vras discontinued because of an old law which forbade any sort of practice 
of the kind. An action was brought against the New Jersey corporation 
for the illegal practice of medicine, alleging that Dianetics was a fora 
of psychiatry, therefore subject to this law. Our information fora an in¬ 
terested party is that this case did not come to trial and was dismissed 
when the concern left Elizabeth and came to Wichita* 

In 19S0 Don G, Purcell, a builder and oil operator of Wichita, became 
interest d in dianetics and was instrumental in moving the Foundation 
to this city. The Foundation vras then in financial difficulties, and 
Purcell is reported to have invested considerable money in the enter¬ 
prise, becoming president of the Kansas corporation and active in the 
management* 

?. * — 

This Bureau received various rumors and reports of lax business manage¬ 
ment of affairs in Ydchita, but nothing in the way of complaint from the 
public "'ntil immediately prior to the bankruptcy action, at which time we 
received three complaints that the Foundation had n6t lived up to its 
teaching promises. Any claims for refunds would now have to be directed 
to the trustee in bankruptcy* Elliott informs us that any students of 
the Foundation who wish to do so may continue their course of instruction 
at Hubbard College without further cost by assigning their claims to 
Hubbard, 

Y/e are informed that prior to the bankruptcy action, Hubbard had sold his 
stock in the Foundation, presumably to the Foundation or to Puree}1, but 
claims he has not been pa?.d for it.

His book, "Dianctics, the Modern Science of Mental Health," was 
published by Hermitage House.in 1930,

In 1947 Hubbard published a book for the Gerontological 
Society and the American Medical Association called "Scientology: 
A New Science." Politely received, the data yet remained un-. 
studied and so unused and Hubbard eventually followed this orig-^ 
inal publications with an article in the Explorer's Club prof¬ 
essional journal. This article attracted the attention of many 


people, amongst them members of the Russian government. Hubbard, 
saw a need to release his work in more detailed form and, receiving 
an offer from Hermitage House, Inc., cue of the better publishers 
of psychiatric texts, he consented to write a formal book. 


Here,if anywhere, Hubbard erred. Hermitage House in¬ 
sisted on a popularized version and a more popular name for the 
subject (Dianctics) and Hubbard, foseeing no more than a few 
thousand copy sale, agreed. Hermitage House, altering the manu¬ 
script and writing a now introduction (a fact which became the 
subject of a suit) unwisely chose to publish an article about 
"Dianetics" by Hubbard in a pulp magazine. Hubbard, as in the 
case of almost any nuclear physicist, often wrote, for amusement, 
science fiction. Hermitage House desired to capitalize on this 
fact to gain a sale amongst those who were familiar with Hubbard s 
name. - 
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The book, called "Dianetics: Modern Science of Mental 
Health" startled tho publishing world, and Hubbard, by climbing 
high into the best-seller listing of the New York Times and stay- 
ing there for months. Such instant popularity found Hubbard un¬ 
prepared for the floods of mail and pleas for help. 

Hubbard, interested only in research, financially in¬ 
dependent without such royalties, was glad to listen to a proposal 
from one C. Parker Morgan and his publisher to lot them form a 
Foundation to service this demand. Seven"trustees, of which 
Hubbard was only one, formed on June 1, 1950 the Hubbard Dianetic 
Research Foundation of Elizabeth, New Jersey, Hubbard gave them 
the book and its royalities and returned to his own pursuits. 

This organization, however, pressed heavily upon him 
for_lectures and disturbed his own routine. Yet this corporation 
insisted on growing, forming other corporations in Illinois,Calif¬ 
ornia and Hawaii, each with a duplicate'directorate.* 

In November, 1950 Hubbard became convinced that the 
corporation was not sound and that it would net attain to its 
professed goal of helping people. He attempted to withdraw his 
name from.it and was variously inveighed against, ’He had only 
one vote in seven. Forced to leave it in possession and cont¬ 
inued-use of his name, he retired in December to Palm Springs, 
California where he set up a modest research laboratory. Although,, 
he did not seek them, many people began to come to him in Pal^i 
Springs. This seriously impaired the business of the Foundations 
such as that in Los Angeles for Hubbard charged nothing. 

_ • A. E. van Vogt, the principal mover in the Los Angeles 

Foundation and others were intensely provoked at Hubbard's with¬ 
drawal,. Hubbard's wife, from whom he had been separated, also 
became incensed at aim. For public appearance' she had been a 
•Foundation director. With the obvious coming failure of the 
Foundations and with it a failure of the income she drew from it 
she threatened Hubbard with public scandal if he did not support 
the Foundations. 

Hubbard, busy writing a new book, refused to lend any 
credence to these threats or those of the Elizabeth board and 
went to Cuba where he completed a 125,000 word book in the next 
many weeks. As their young child had always been under his, net 
“ er mother's care, the child accompanied him.

Hubbard made no statements of any kind during all this 
period and when he became aware that thev had been made, ordered 
his separated wife to him, had her sign a confession to perju y 
(copy enclosed) and applied for and received a divorce from her 
without alimony to her. 

Meanwhile the Elizabeth Foundation over which Hubbard 
had never had power beyond his personality, sold itself to one 
Don G. Purcell, an oilman in Kansas. 

Purcell moved the Foundation, to Wichita, Kansas and 
Hubbard, having completed his book, went to Kansas to settle 
various affairs. 

Considering that Purcell wished only to make.money from 
Dianetics, Hubbard sought to reform the- attitude of the_Foundations, 
To accomplish this he supported himself in Kansas.by writing.and 
lecturing and finally, after a few months, unable. 
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t° bring about a good public presence on the part of the 
Foundation and Purcell, he resigned from all connections 
in early 1952 and refused Purcell and others any further 
permission to use his name or.work* 


Purcell s answer was to file for bankruptcy within 
• : one month conceiving that the Foundations could not continue 
without Hubbard's support. Purcell bought the Foundations 
from bankruptcy as his personal property shortly after and 
COn ^,-i!j U • them in business, but, unable to use Hubbard’s name 
or additional wor]f, the organization The Dianetic Foundation 
of Kansas came to exist only as a shell, q ite inactive today.

There is no broadly stated medical opinion of Scien-^ 
tology, mainly because it does not in any way intend or pretend 
to encroach upon medicine. Its field in the study of Knowledge 
itself and its benefits are more closely allied to philosophy 
and religion than to medicine or psychology. If one "gets well" 
in the process of knowing more about himself or Mankind the 
benefit derived from knowledge gained, not treatment received. 

Aside from offering public services, the firm two- 
year policy of the HAS will continue to be followed. To neither 
defend nor attack on the public stage but to keep a good, ordexl 
house, financially and ethically sound.

This is an attempt in a factual way to bring you up to date on the subjects of 
our bulletins dated March 1, 1952 and its supplement dated May 28, 1952, which 
were sent to all Bureaus, (We have a few extra copies of each.) 

Use Pages 2 and 3 of March 1, 1952 for background material, including descripti 
of dianetics taken from Hubbard, 


The original Hubbard Dianetics Foundation Inc., a Kansas corporation, of which 
Hubbard was a principal, is completely washed up through bankruptcy, 

1; : 

Its assets were acquired through the trustee by another corporation headed by Don 
Purcell, a Wichita business man of good repute as to business integrity. It now 
operates along lines described on pages 2 and 3 above, giving "treatments" and 
training ’’auditors". 

Public inquiry regarding dianetics in Wichita should be answered according to the 
above, keeping in mind the fact that Hubbard is not connected with this foundation, 
and that this is simply one of the numerous institutions of the kind (see below). 


Hubbard College did not really get into operation before it was sold to a woman 
promoter who, for your information only,, has since been returned to a state insti¬ 
tution for the insane. .' "•

Wichita Bureau has no information as to the whereabouts or activities of . Hubbard. 

In December, 1952 he was reported in Philadelphia, where newspapers carried a story 
as to how two deputy U. S. marshal s in attempting to serve a summons on Hubbard in 
a bankruptcy case, presumably ofthe original Hubbard Dianetics Foundation in 
New York and New Jersey, were beaten up. 


It should be kept in mind in dealing with this subject that although Hubbard was 
the founder of so-called dianetics and is usually given a build-up in any publicity 
there are now a number of practitioners throughout the country who may once have 
had some connection with Hubbard or may stem from some of the other set-ups that 
have since sprung into existence. Whether or not such operators have the sanction 
of Hubbard does not seem to us to be important, for obvious reasons.

None of the above have been contacted or verified by this Bureau. 

Spokane BBB Identifies an "Institute of Scientology" or "College of Bianetics" 
in that city, and refers to similar outfit in Seattle, probably the one referred 
to above, and has been told that there are several in Portland. 

Spokane’s informant referred to the use and sale of a device he called Mathison 
Quiz Meter, and also referred to it as an "Electropsychometer. w Time Magazine in 
December 1?52, carried an article about Hubbard and his "new science of mental 
therapy called Scientology" with a picture of Hubbard working on one of his 
"patients" with a device that he called "electropsychometer," The picture is said 
to resemble a device he used in Wichita in pre-bankruptcy days when he called it an 
"Glectrodynameter." It is supposed to locate disturbing incidents that occurred 
in a person's past, which is the basis of his treatment as described in our bulletin 
of March 1, 1952. v * 

Personally speaking; Returning to our office after an absence of about two months 
we are "moved" to get out this bulletin instead of devoting the time to trying to 
clear up our desk, by receipt of copies of some inter-Bureau correspondence on the 
subject, reminding us that quite some time ago we had covenanted with ourself that 
we would try to bring this thing up to date on as nearly a factual basis as possible 
for us to do. 

Particularly "moving" are the statements made to the Spokane Bureau by the secretary- 
treasurer of the Spokane Institute of Scientology, especially about Hubbard, which 
we feel have very little foundation in fact, .. 

However, in our opinion dianetics or Scientology or whatever they may call it next, . 
is a subject that Bureaus will be asked about in increasing volume, probably far 
exceeding that regarding the now deceased "Archbishop of Moscow", and there will be, 
according to our experience already, this difference in the quality of the inquirers; 

V 

The folks who ask you about dianetics will be mostly in a higher bracket mentally — 
college or partially college-trained, business and professional people who are 
frustrated and confused — as who isn’tj It is quite probable that it will be played 
up extensively as a treatment for alcoholism, and of course there is always the 
possibility that it will get a big play in connection with all sorts of mental 
diseases, including insanity. We call your particular attention to the statement of 
Hubbard (in our first bulletin) that "we (dianetics) are out to replace medicine in 
three years," Hubbard's misadventures financially have doubtless slowed his progress 
personally, but the idea seems to be gaining. 

In view of these possible developments it seems important that Bureaus be in a 
position to deal with the subject factually, and we hope that the three bulletins we 
have issued, with those from other Bureaus, will provide a start in that direction. 

As of new, our policy in handling public inquiries on the subject sums up about 
like this: . 
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(a) We are not in a position, and do not conceive it to be our proper function as 

a Better Business Bureau to attempt to evaluate the claims made by and for diar.eticsj 

(b) in an ago when the Buck Rogers of today is the Thomas A. Edison of tomorrow, we 
wouldn’t want to close our mind on any possibility; and (c) give the inquirer the 
facts as nearly as they can be established and let that be the limit of our acitivity 
on the subject.

The third motion by claimant was to require the Government to re¬ 
lease seized literature. We have before us a civil action in rera aris¬ 
ing under the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, 21 USC 301, et seq. 

The libel alleges that the articles of food and drug, Vitasafe capsules, 
was misbranded when introduced into and while in interstate commerce. 

The alleged misbranding arises out of numerous misrepresentations and 
suggestions in the various leaflets, pamphlets, booklets, cards, and so 
forth, seized in this case. 

Pursuant to the libel, seizure was made on October 10, 1960, of some 
900 shipping packages containing vitamin capsules and some 3,730,000-odd 
pieces 
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of written, printed and graphic natter designed to promote the sale of 
Titasafe capsules. The seizure was made on the premises of Vitasafe 
Corporation, 201 Lincoln Boulevard, Middlesex, New Jersey, the point 
of origin of the interstate distribution of capsules and promotional 
material. 

Claimant asserts that literature seized was in cartons on the floor 
of claimant's warehouse, designed for use as inserts in shipping pack¬ 
ages and for solicitation purposes. Moreover, he states that remaining 
pieces seized have no relation whatsoever to claimant's vitamins, which 
are the subject matter of this action. 

In its brief, the Government states that the seized literature, 
having no relation to claimant's vitamins, was inadvertently seized, hence 
it will be returned. 

My recollection is the time we argued this originally, there was 
an Indication that this matter would be taken care of somewhat informally. 

Claimant here has argued that even if the literature was labeled, 
it was not subject to seizure under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act. United States v. 8 Cartons...'Plantation 'The Original"' Etc. 

Black Strap Molasses, 103 F.Supp. 626, Western District of New York 157, 
is authority to the contrary. There the Court, in deciding that the 
Act created the power to seize the labeling, started on page 628: 

"The publisher, concedely not a party to the plan of distribution 
and having no connection with Nature Food Centres in the marketing of 
molasses, claims that the Act provides no autority for the seizure and 
condemnation of its books as 'printed matter accompanying' an article, 

I can see no warrant in reason for such a narrow construction of Section 
334 of the Act nor do I find an authoritative decision indicating that 
the seizure provisions of the Act should be circumscribed." 

Although the claimant is correct in asserting that the 8 Carton de¬ 
cision is not binding on this Court, we are in agreement with that decision. 
The Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act was devised in order to protect 
the ultimate consumer from misbranded foods and/or drugs. If the article 
is misbranded because of misleading literature used and designed to in¬ 
crease the sale of an offending article, the Act's objectives can only be 
carried out by seizing incorrect labeling literature. 

In addition, the claimant argues that even If labeling is subject 
to seizure, that the Instant literature did not actually become labeling. 

In United States v. 353 Cases...Mountain Valley Mineral Water, 247 F.2d 
473 (C.A. 8, 1957), the Court held that the sales literature in issue 
constituted labeling of the product within the meaning of the Act and 
said at page 478: 

"Bow much of the sales literature seized in Memphis constituted 
'labeling' within the meaning of 21 USC Section 321(m) was an issue 
in the case. Of the eight pamphlets seized in the distributor's place

of business and introduced Into evidence, the claimants conceded that 
four were 'labeling';... the other four...the Government contended were 
also 'labeling.' The claimants, however, insisted that they were not. 

This ostensibly because of evidence that they had not been used by the 
distributor in connection with selling the product in Memphis. How¬ 
ever, ail of the pamphlets were obviously printed for use generally in 
promoting the sale of the water, and were useful for no other purpose. 

All of them were found in the place of business of the local distributor, 
and were approved advertising matter, available upon request. The 
President of the Mountain Valle? Spring Company testified, aa a witness 
for the claimants, that he knew of no sales literature being printed that 
was not approved **** 

"We think that all of the sales literature received in evidence 
was, as a matter of law, 'labeling'." 

The "use" required is not displaying literature in the some proximity 
as the product, but the workable, practical use of the literature. As 
the Mountain Valley case held, on page 478 of 247 P 2d 473: 

"...however, all the pamphlets were obviously printed for use gener¬ 
ally in promoting the sale of the water, and were useful for no other 
purpose. Ail of them were found in the place of business of the local 
distributor, and were approved advertising matter, available upon request.." 

For this reason, as 1 have indicated to you by letter, we deny your 
motion to have the seised literature released, and this without prejudice 
to your right to renew it after the Government has put in its proofs in 
the case.

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Soicntolopy was developed by L. Ron Hubbard after approximately tr-rrty y»ar3 of re¬ 
search. His first book on the subject, Dianetics, i b o !>dern Soien?o ^ I'ental 
Health , was published in 1950, This and succeeding books outline ths vnecry as it is 
today. 

Dr. Hubbard started his research on this premise* Man is basically good. If you 
share this premise, you have probably wondered why we do things which cause us to 
feel 6hame or regret, why we sometimes hurt ourselves or others with our actions. 

Probably the greatest single discovery made by Dr. Hubbard was that the human mind 
behaves both reaotively and analytically, and that THE SOURCE (F IMPS REACTIVE 
BEHAVIOUR COULD BE CONTACTED AND ELIMINATED 5 

Briefly, the analytical mind is that part of the mind which cakes decisions; it 
reasons well; it is rational; it is responsible and self-determined. The reactive 
mind is unreasonable, out of control, irrational, irresponsible, compulsive and 
inhibitive. The analytical mind helps us survive better; the reaotive mind inhibits 
our survival. All of us operate analytically some of the time and all of us are 
reaotive some of the tine. 

What is Processing? 

Scientology processing —> also called "auditing" — is the method for helping a 
person reduoe his reaotive behaviour and increase analytical behaviour. An "auditor" 
is one who listens.

According to the dianctic theory, every inci¬ 
dent experienced by the individual is recorded 
in complete detail as a mental image picture. 
Incidents that contain pain or unconscious¬ 
ness are not completely available to the in¬ 
dividual on a totally reasoning or analytic lev¬ 
el When restimulated by later but related ex¬ 
periences. the content of these recordings 
causes irrational behaviour not pertinent to 
cutTent environmental situations. Therapy re¬ 
quires confrontation of all incidents, current 
and past, that are joined together like links of 
a chain. 

Scientology, in contrast to dianeties, in¬ 
troduces a theory of the role of the ihclan 
(soul, life cnergyj in the physical universe, 
which is conceived as mfst (matter, energy, 
space, time). The subject is heavily structured 
with axioms and a language of its own. 
Though Scientology has aroused much con¬ 
troversy, and attempts have been made in the 
United States and the United Kingdom to dis¬ 
credit it, in the early 1970s it claimed an inter¬ 
national membership of about 600,000.

Adherents to new religious cults in 
the U.S. jumped from 100, 000 to 2.5 million 
during the 1960s, according to a study by 
Peter Rowley (New Gods in America). 
Largest of the new religions was Scientology 
with 600,000 members. In second place was 
Nichiren Shoshu (200,000), known in Japan 
as Soka Gakkai. Membership in the main¬ 
stream churches remained at a virtual stand¬ 
still, increasing only 0.03% in 1970. Ac¬ 
cording to the 1971 'Yearbook of American 
Churches', which covers 230 church bodies, 
church membership in the U.S. totaled 
128,505,084, including 69,740,413 Protes¬ 
tants, 4 7 , 8 7 2,089 Roman Catholics, 
5,780,000 Jews, and 3,745,315 Orthodox . 
The 'Yearbook' placed the number of ordained 
clergy in all churches at 387,642.

1. The Church of Scientology was founded by L. Ron Hubbard. In the book. New Cods In America, 
Peter Rowley estimates the membership of the church to be approximately 600,000 persons. 

a. Instruction in the principles of Scientology and an emphasis on pastoral counseling for its 
members have as their aims to help the persons in this religious group in undemanding themselves better 
and communicating more effectively with other people. 

b. A subsidiary group of the Church of Scientology is Narconon which was founded in 1966 for the 
purpose of reducing crime and drug abuse.

c. The founding Church of Scientology in Washington, D.C. was incorporated on 21 July 1955 as a 
nonprofit religious society and corporation.'

“the bureaucratic tendency 
to overgovem in the name 
of the public good." 

One oi the books seized in 
the raid—and proposed for 
destruction by the FDA— 
was “OiEnctici," by L. Ron 
Hubbard. It dominated best¬ 
seller lists in 1950, Mr. 
Maren pointed out. Hub¬ 
bard, who now lives on an 
ever-cruising ship, is the 
founder of the Church of 
Scientology. 

After the speeches were 
concluded, several black- 
garbed minister* of the 
church began to unload the 
cartons from the truck and 
carry them into the build¬ 
ing,

, The petitioner, Aaron Barr, in May 
1965 enlisted for a period of six years as 
a member of the United States Army 
Reserve. Ho served his period (actual¬ 
ly some eighteen weeks) of active duty 
and upon separation was assigned to the 
Reserves. In March 19G7 the Army pro¬ 
mulgated new criteria and procedures 
for discharge if (a) “Dcpendency/hard- 
ehip”; (b) “Religious reasons’’ existed. 
Supported by a letter from his then 
employer in Columbus, Ohio, petitioner 
in July 1967 sought discharge because 
he was the sales manager for “Varsity 
House, Inc." This request was denied. 
Thereafter in September 1967 peti¬ 
tioner reapplied for discharge on the 
heory that it should be granted “from 
the viewpoint of National Health, Safe¬ 
ty, or Interest.” In October the Army 
decided that petitioner’s request was 
"for the benefit of the Company rather 
than NHSI” and that his employment 
was "not critical nor essential to the 
main of NHSI.” 

Petitioner then moved to New York 
and in November 1967 again applied 
for a discharge on the ground that he 
had commenced his “studies in The 
Church of Scientology to become n Min¬ 
ister.” His enrollment was confirmed 
by a letter from the Reverend Robert H. 
Thomas, President of the Church, who 
also stated that “The Church of Scien¬ 
tology of New York was a duly recog¬ 
nized religious corporation pursuant to 
Articles of the Religious Corporation 
Law of New York.” incorporated in 
1955. 

The Army, acting through the office 
of the Chief of Chaplains, concluded in 
January 1968 that the educational re¬ 
quirements for appointment of clergy¬ 
men to the Army should also be applica¬ 
ble to discharge from the Army Reserve.

Center is not listed in the Educational

The Army reviewed petitioner’s pre¬ 
vious applications (“request denied 6

In July 1968 petitioner decided to ob¬ 
tain a more sympathetic understanding 
of his situation from the federal courts 
which so frequently are forced to be¬ 
come the final arbiters in many divers 
fields. This he did via the popular ha¬ 
beas corpus approach to prevent his un¬ 
lawful detention by the Army and to ob¬ 
tain a Judicial review of the Army's de¬ 
nial of a discharge despite the fact that 
ho possessed a “status as a full-time stu¬ 
dent of the ministry in the Church of 
Scientology.”

Suf¬ 
fice it' to say that it is not for the Army, 
the H. E. W„ the American jury, or even 
the courts themselves to bestow recogni¬ 
tion or non-recognition qva religion upon 
any particular religious sect. For onr 
purposes and with respect to the Rever¬ 
end Barr, it is enough, absent rebuttal, 
that the Church is incorporated in New 
York as a religious corporation, that it 
has a substantial membership and a func¬ 
tioning divinity school which ordains its 
ministers. 

It m>ly well be that courts and admin¬ 
istrative agencies will have to continue 
to cope, with mail fraud and tax exemp¬ 
tion situations created by false propheia 
v.:J n r the guise of pseudo-religion i. 
The. necessity of protecting a public, 
'uvHcnhriy gullible when a religious d- 
:. ’h :.t injected,, against quack preach- 
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, ings, literature anti mechanical devices 
will require such agencies as the Food 
ind Drug Administration to be ever 
watchful. It is not for us to prejudge 
the benefits, or lack thereof, which may 
come to the memhers of the Church 
from being audited while holding in 
their hands two tin soup cans linked by 
an electrical apparatus. The use, if any, 
which the Reverend Barr may make of 
these E-meters, now released by virtue 
of Judge Wright’s decision, is for the 
future.' F*br the present is the Reverend 
Barr's status vis-a-vis the Army. Judge 
'Tenney decreed that “petitioner be dis¬ 
charged from the United States Army 
Reserve forthwith.” This decision was 
based upon petitioner’s then status as a 
divinity student. Because of the repre¬ 
sentation now made that he is a minis¬ 
ter, the following paragraphs of Circular 
135-10 would appear to apply: 

“b. Religious reasons. 


and “Discharge from Reserve duty sta¬ 
tus,” § 561.37(b), he must do so pur¬ 
suant to this section. “Authority to dis¬ 
charge," § 561.37(c), is delegated to cer¬ 
tain officers, and the procedure to ob¬ 
tain such discharge is set forth in § 
561.37 in minute detail. Thus at the 
time of the decision below, § 561.37(c)

Applications for discharge based up¬ 
on religious reasons to become a reg¬ 
ular or duly ordained minister of re¬ 
ligion will be sustantiated [sic] by 
appropriate documentary evidence as 
follows:

Judge presiding. Plaintiff was represented by its attorney, Marvin Zinman; and defen¬ 
dants were represented by their attorneys, William Matthew Byrne, United States 
Attorney, and David Anderson, Assistant United States Attorney. The matter was 
submitted to the Court for decision by plaintiff on the complaint and the affidavits 
of Ronald B. Schoss and Marvin Zinman. Defendants did not submit affidavits in sup¬ 
port of their opposition to plaintiffs application. The matter was argued and sub¬ 
mitted to the Court for decision whereupon the Court made it* order granting 
plai n ti f fs application for preliminary injunction; and 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that defendants W illie 
Blount, Postmaster General of the United States, Spiro B. Rafalovich, Officer in 
Charge of the Los Angeles Post Office, and their agents, servants and employees be 
and each of them are hereby ordered to allow plaintiff to use the United States 
mails for the mailing of the materials used by plaintiff in the dissemination of the 
alleged religious faith practiced and propagated by plaintiff, commonly called 
Scientology, at the Special Bulk Third Class Rates as provided by the Postal 
Regulations of the United States Post Office, Chapter 1, Postal Manual, Part 134.5 for 
qualified non-profit organizations or associations; and, 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that said defendants and each of them and their 
agents, servants, and employees are hereby enjoined and restrained from either directly 
or indirectly interfering with plaintiffs use of the mails for such materials for said 
purpose at said'Spedal Bulk Third Class Rates. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED THAT this preliminary injunction shall become 
effective upon plaintiffs posting a bond, as provided for in Rule 65 (c) F.R.CiyJP., in 
the sum of $100.00, or in such other sum as the court may hereinafter determine, to 
indemnify the defendants against any costs and damages incurred as a result of this 
order.

4. I have also attended a service in the Chapel of the Church of 
Scientology at Saint Kill Manor, East Grinstead, Sussex. 

5. I am particularly interested in the age-old discussion on tho 
definition of a religion. 

E.O, James, author of tho work "Comparative Religion" Emeritus 
Professor at the University of London and ad outstanding living 
authority has defined religion as "Primarily the recognition of 
an order of reality which transcends the ordinary end common¬ 
place and is responsive to human needs".

6 # I an also interested in the question of what constitutes 
worship and the definition of worship. There is ar. almost 
infinitely wide variety of forms of worship, In ny opinion 
the services held by the Church, of Scientology nay be 
regarded as forms of religious worship. 

7. The w.orlc "Ceremonies of the Pounding Church" has influenced 
me particularly in coning to this conclusion - in particular, 
the Christening and the Pursers] Services described therein. 

I am particularly impressed by the teaching of the celf or 
spirit, the so-called Thetan, Purther, that thi3 is immortal. 
This is a basic element of nearly all religions, and even 
Buddhism which refuses to define a soul yet holds to. 
reincarnation and the ultimate goal of Nirvana for whatever 
there is of purified being, 

8 . This emphasis upon the spiritual clearly distinguishes religion 
from a secular or humanist or political society. The -Jain 
religion, for example, one of the oldest though small religions 
of India, does not believe in a Supreme Being but believes in 
countless immortal, souls, and it is an undoubted religion, with 
innumerable temples and priests. 

9. Belief in a Supreme Being seems to be taught by Scientology, 
though since the Supreme Being is only the "Eighth Dynamic, 
which is primarily defined as "the urge toward existence as 
infinity", this does not seem to be a strong belief in a personal 
God. But I note that there are other mentions of God in the 
literature. Also Jains and Buddhists night be cited as 
religions without a personal God, though I believe in practice 
this should be qualified by recognising their use of images of 
their founders, Jinas and Buddhas,

I, DELBERT J. CORY, being duly sworn, so declare as follows: 

1. I am a legal resident of the City of Elyria and the State of Ohio for nine and a 
half years and currently reside at 119 Falls Road, Burton, South Carolina. 

2. I was born in New Castle, Indiana on January 7th, 1934, and have travelled 
widely and lived in many places since that time. My legal residence has been 
maintained in Ohio since August 1960. I am a graduate of the U. S. Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Maryland (1956) with a Bachelor of Science degree and 
a graduate of Oberlin Graduate School of Theology (1964) with a Bachelor of ' 
Divinity degree. I am from a conservative theological background and after 
considerable personal study and investigation, I became a member of the Re¬ 
organized Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints (RLDS) with world 
headquarters in Independence, Missouri. I was baptized in 1955 and ordained 
into the priesthood in 1957. I offered ministry in many places and was pastor or 
assistant pastor of the Elyria, Ohio RLDS congregation for four years. I served 
as a Naval line officer four years (1956 - 1960) and as a "protestant" Naval 
Chaplain from 1964 until present. I have a wide acquaintance with many 
religious faiths both by formal education and by experience. I have ministered 
full time to all faiths during the past six years. 

3. I contacted Scientology initially in Corfu, Greece, aboard the motor ship 
APOLLO which is one of Scientology's Sea Organization ships. I was investi¬ 
gating a report that Scientology was pushing drugs and encouraging our military 
personnel to defect. I soon learned that this report was not only false but 
utterly ridiculous as I have learned are most of the charges made against 
Scientology. I have read most of the books and literature. I have met many 
Scientologists. I have completed the Hubbard Apprentice Scientologist Course 
and hope to complete the Hubbard Standard Dianetics Course soon. I have been 
audited on triple flows to Grade IV Release with noticable improvement in my 
life. I have experimented with the procedures contained in the books in my 
counseling and obtained fantastic results in cases where I was otherwise 
frustrated. I have found by experience that the claims of Scientology are true 
While Scientology leaves theology up to the individual for the most part and 
does not have much of the traditional practices of religion that I have observed, 
there is no doubt that it is a religion. It deals in spiritual growth and develop¬ 
ment. The predicted physical and mental healings as well as the general im¬ 
provement of man resulting from Dianetic and Scientology processing, while 
outwardly more obvious, are either by-products of the spiritual growth or neces¬ 
sary steps to spiritual growth. 

4. Like some oriental religions, Scientology bases its actions more upon what is 
generally thought of as philosophy than upon theology as such and it deals 
primarily in areas not touched upon by other faiths. It does not require giving 
up or leaving other faiths. No one in Scientology has ever suggested in any way 

I change faiths or alter my theological beliefs. I have found much that is new to 
me but I have not found difficulty in accepting both my own faith and Scientology.

As the attached material indicates, I am a physicist at Stanford University 
working in the field of lasers in which I have several patents and publications, 
including co-authorship of a textbook on lasers widely used throughout the 
United States and Europe. 

As part of my professional work in education and technology, I am 
continuously involved in assessing various forms of educational systems. In 
this capacity I have come into contact with and have studied extensively the 
system developed by L. Ron Hubbard known as Scientology. 

Although critics viewing the system from the outside may form the impression 
that Scientology is just another of many quasi-educational quasi-religious 
"schemes", it is in fact a highly sophisticated and highly technological system 
more characteristic of the best of modem corporate planning and applied 
technology.

Studies at the University of Toronto. 

I educated at the University of Toronto, and did post-graduate work at 
Cambridge University and CLurmont Graduate Colleges, and hold the degrees of B.A-. 
B.D.. Th. M., and D.D. 

3. For 2A years I Karr been the Chairman of Victoria College in the Department 
of Religious Studies, and have contributed articles to Canadian, American and Japanese 
journals. My specialty is in the fteid of comparative religion. 

l am familiar with the work of Edward Geoffrcv Pal rind cr, several of whose 
books are in the university Ibrary. and base read his opinion contained in his Affirma¬ 
tion, affirmed in London. England on the 2Sth of November. 1971. and I in substan¬ 
tial agreement with his opinion. 

5. In connection with my studies of Scientology. I have read the following books 
and pamphlets: 

(a) Dunetics: The Modern Science of Mental Health: 

(b) Scientology. Abridged Dictionary; 

(c) Cere monies of the Founding Church; 

(d) Phoenix Lectures:

6. The books above-listed were written by L. Ron Hubbard, the founder of the Church 
of Scientology. 

7. Based upon my reading and studies I have come to the following opinions and 
conclusions: 

I. The Title. It may be thought thar the term “Chutih** is misleading, since it 
was originally a distinctively C hristian term and seekers might assume the 

sect to be under Christian auspices. This would btf incorrect: J found no mention 
of Jesus Christ in the literature. 

But this term is now used loosely for any religious orgamzation. e.g.. The 
Buddhist Church of Toronto, as well as by authors such as Arnold Toynbee for 
any religious society. 

Since among those societies at least one other legally recognized one is 
"The Church of Christian Science** wr can hardly quarrel with tht word 
“Scientology**. 

II. The Question Whether Thu Organization Should be Called a “Religion”. 

The literature shows that the central concern is the development of the in¬ 
dividual soul or psyche called the “thelan**. Mv first reaction to a consideration 
of the methods, the use of a machine called the “F Meter”, and the disciplines 
undertaken was that the closest parallel was not a religious denomination so 
much as one «f a chain of clubs for the development of the body. But other 
aspects, notably contained in “The Background and Ceremonies of the Church of 
Scientology” (1970) show that it shares many marks of normative religion. 

1. The corporate fellowship meeting every Sunday, open to all. plus frequent 
meetings of members. 

, 2. A ministry trained in the use of material written bv the founder, with 

particular emphasis on counselling. 

3. A committment to a way of life as evidenced bv signed testimonials in the 
pamphlet “The Character of Scientology", 

4. Orders of Service: a weekly Church service, including Prayer: Marriage: 

Child Naming Funerals. 

5. The assumption that man is primarily Soul. 

6. The assumption that the ultimate reality is Deity, described as Infinity. 

III. MATURITY AND SPR F.AI). This organization is cimparativcfy recent, 
having been incorporated in I9J4. and its founder is still alive. But with the| 
printing of the Ceremonies in 1970 n seems to have reached a point of maturity 
and its sprcuJ to 38 centres points to future growth. 

IV. TWO QUESTIONS. Normally. religious denominations have social concerns 
that involve extensive charitable works. The material perused gave no evidence 
of this or the use to which fees and book profits are put. though the information 
might be obtainable. 

2. Status as a “Church** might be clouded bv the approach evident in these 
words by Mary Sue Hubbard from the Supplement to “Communication”. 

Sept.. 1984. 

*li is nun-denominational Bv that is meant that Scientology is open to all 
people of all religious beliefs and in no way tries to persuade a person from 
hts religion, but assists him to better understand that he is a spiritual being.* 
CONCLUSION The balance of the evidence indicates, in my judgment, that 
“The Qiurch of Scientology “ qualifies as a religious denomination as those words 
arc understood in our present culture.

Dear Mrs. Block: 

In a recent letter to me Mr. Artie Maren has mentioned the fact that he had visited you and discussed 
with you certain aspects of Scientology. Since I am an tsreali Scientologist educated in the traditional 
orthodox Jewish background, 1 do think that you may be interested to know my views concerning 
Scientology and its religious philosophical values. 

Scientology is a very unique development in the field of the Humanities. It has scientific, philosophical 
and religious elements which may baffle some of the educated people of our century. Its scientific 
technology is highly reliable and can successfully compete with any existing technology even though it 
is addressed to mental and moral phenomena. The philosophy of Scientology is related to any 
philosophy which stresses the natural responsibility and the inherent abilities of Man. The religious 
nature of Scientology stems from the fact that Scientology is concerned with Man as a Spirit, and not 
Man as an animal or a machine. Furthermore, Scientology is based on the attitude, which is well known 
to anyone who has been educated on the message of our Prophets, that Morals and Ethics are part of 
the natural laws concerning Mankind. 

One cannot argue against the factual success of this mixture of science, philosophy and religion as 
exhibited and put into use in Scientology. It is true that Scientology does not deal with the relationship 
between Man and his Creator, but rather concentrates on the relationships between Man and his Fellow- 
man. Hence, unless one regards Human relationships as the inherent concern of Religion per-se, one has 
some difficulties in observing the religious nature of Scientology. In this point, and in this time of the 
year when we prepare ourselves to take responsibility for our deeds, we, who have grown on the Jewish 
tradition, known very well that the correction of our actions against Man has to be accomplished before 
we can ask God to forgive us. Scientology has discovered that most of our hardships in life stem from our 
misbehaviour towards our fellowman. Its research has been concentrated on the discovery of many workable 
methods of rehabilitating the inherent moral abilities of Man. In this respect, Scientology has been very 
successful and closely related to our tradition. 

Modem life today suffers from the severe alienation of Human Wisdom into its main components which 
are Science, Philosophy and Religion. Science is deteriorating into materialism and lack of humanism. 
Philosophy is sterile and trifles with meaningless formalisms. Religion strugglesa to get free from its 
emotional and mystical irrationalities, but unfortunately without much success. Through Scientology I 
have been able to understand that Science, Philosophy and Religion have to be developed in true harmony 
for the sake of Human Wisdorm You may realize, as I have done, that in fact, this is the Jewish tradition. 

We never saw harm in knowledge and in scientific progress. It is very common to meet scientists who are truly 
religious Jews, both in the United States and in Isreal. We were willing to understand many philosophies, 
and we hever stooped down to rely on religious dogmas. Our attitude is well expressed by the Talmudic 
maxim "All wisdom is from God, no matter what book in which it is found.” 

The training in Scientology and the applications of its technology have enabled me to understand better 
my duties to my society, my nation and to our tradition. As a result of my continuous contact with 
Scientology (since 1968), I am today a far better man, isreali and a Jew.

MEMO TO ALL BUREAUS: 

Re: L. Ron Hubbard 

Dianetics or Scientology 

This is^an attempt in a factual way to bring you up to date on the subjects of 
our bulletins dated March 1, 1952 and its supplement dated May 28, 1952, which 
were sent to all Bureaus, (We havo a few extra copies of each.) 

Use Pages 2 and 3 of March 1, 1952 for background material, including description 
of dianetics taken from Hubbard, 

The original Hubbard Dianetics Foundation Inc., a Kansas corporation, of which 
Hubbard was a principal, is completely washed up through bankruptcy. 

Its assets were acquired through the trustee by another corporation headed by Don 
Purcell, a Wichita business man of good repute as to business integrity. It now 
operates along lines described on pages 2 and 3 above, giving "treatments' 1 and 
training "auditors". 

Public inquiry regarding dianetics in Wichita should be answered according to the 
above, keeping in mind the fact that Hubbard is not connected with this foundation, 
and that this is simply one of the numerous institutions of the kind (see below), 

Hubbard College did not really get into operation before it was sold to a woman 
promoter who, for your information only, has since been returned to a state insti¬ 
tution for the insane. 

Wich It a Bureau has no information as to the whereabouts or activities of Hubbard* 

In December, 1952 he was reported in Philadelphia, where newspapers carried a story 
as to how two deputy U. S. raarsha]s in attempting to serve a summons on Hubbard in 
a bankruptcy case, presumably of the original Hubbard Dianetics Foundation in 
New York and New Jersey, were beaten up. 

It should be kept in mind in dealing with this subject that although Hubbard was 
the founder of so-called dianetics and is usually given a build-up in any publicity, 
there are now a number of practitioners throughout the country who may once have 
had some connection with Hubbard or may stem from some of the other set-ups that 
have since sprung into existence. Whether or not such operators have the sanction 
®f Hubbard does not seem to us to be important, for obvious reasons*

None of the above have been contacted or verified by this Bureau. 

Spokane BBB identifies an "Institute of Scientology" or "College of Dianetics" 
m tnat city, and refers to similar outfit in Seattle, probably the one referred 
to above, and has been told that there are several in Portland. 

Spokane’s informant referred to the use and salr of a device he called Mathison 
Quiz Meter, and also referred to it as an "Electropsychoneter." Time Magazine in 
December 1?52, carried an article about Hubbard and his "new science of mental 
therapy called Scientology" with a picture of Hubbard working on one of his 
"patients" with a device that he called "electropsychometer." The picture is said 
to resemble a device he used in Wichita in pre-bankruptcy days when he called it an 
''electrodynameter." It is supposed to locate disturbing incidents that occurred 
in a person's past, which is the basis of his treatment as described in our b ull etin 
of March 1, 1952.

Personally speaking: Returning to our office after an absence of about two months 
we are "moved" to get out this bulletin instead of devoting the time to trying to 
clear up our desk,’by receipt of copies of some inter-Bureau correspondence on the 
subject, reminding us that quite some time ago we had covenanted with ourself that 
we would try to bring this thing up to date on as nearly a factual basis as possible 
for us to do. 

Particularly "moving" are the statements made to the Spokane Bureau by the secretary- 
treasurer of the Spokane Institute of Scientology, especially about Hubbard, which 
we feel have very little foundation in fact. 

However, in our opinion dianetics or Scientology or whatever they may call it next, 
is a subject that Bureaus will he asked about in increasing volume, probably far 
exceeding that regarding the now deceased "Archbishop of Moscow", and there will be, 
according to our experience already, this difference in the quality of the inquirers: 

The folks who ask you about dianetics will be mostly in a higher bracket mentally — 
college or partially college-trained, business and professional people who are 
frustrated and confused — as who isn’t.’ It is quite probable that it will be played 
up extensively as a treatment for alcoholism, and of course there is always the 
possibility that it will get a big play in connection with all sorts of mental 
diseases, including insanity. We call your particular attention to the statement of 
hubbard (in our first bulletin) that "we (dianetics) are out to replace medicine in 
three years." Hubbard’s misadventures financially have doubtless slowed his progress 
personally, but the idea seems to be gaining. 

In view of these possible developments it seems important that Bureaus be in a 
position to deal with the subject factually, and we hope that the three bulletins we 
have issued, with those from other Bureaus, will provide a start in that direction. 

As of now, our policy in handling prblic inquiries on the subject sums up about * 
like this:

The follovdng information, secured from v/hat we believe to be reliable 
sources but for which we assume no responsibility, is believed to be 
correct and up to date, 

Huboard Dianetics Foundation, Inc,, a Kansas corporation, on February 
21, 19?2, filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy, by action of its 
president, Don Purcell, a Vichita business man. The corporation was - 
previously in receivership (appealed to State Supreme Court) as result 
of action brought by creditors in the east prior to the move to Wichita, 

Allied Scientists of the World, and International Library of Arts and 
Sciences, are subsidiaries of the Foiuidation, and presumably affected 
by the sane action. 

The Foundation has had a contract with Hubbard which permits the Foun¬ 
dation to use the name, Dianetics, and to. act as distributor for Hubbard’s 
books. The contract specifies that if Hubbard is dissatisfied with the - " 
Foundation's methods he has the right to cancel this agreement. In view 
of this fact, and since the name Dianetics seems to have considerable 
possibility for commercial exploitation,.the Foundation should still be 
kept in your "live" files, and we will report when there are further de¬ 
velopments, 

Hubnard is now completely separated from the Foundation, and has orga— 
nized Hubbard College, a Kansas corporation, non profit, with temporary 
offices in the Derby Building, Vichita, while they seek larger quarters. 

Scientific Press, Inc., a Kansas corporation, is owned completely by 
- uboard, for the printing and distributing of his books and other 
writings, 

”^°^- e CS ~ s se ^ U P ^ eac h Dianetics under the personal supervision 
of Hubbard. Graduates become "registered dianeticists" and will be li¬ 
censed to give courses in dianetic processing in their own offices or 
schools. The fees and charge* for this licensing, with necessary films 
and texts, are now §1,000, which is to be increased to $1,500 on March 1, 
1952, to ^2,000 on March 20, and to $5,000 on June 1, 1952, 
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iisca- History Originally Hubbard Dianetics Foundation was operating 
■wider four separate charters, at Los Angeles, New York 
Citj--, Washington, D. C., Elizabeth, M. J., and an office at Honolulu. 

None of these are new in operation, we believe. The office at Honolulu 
vras discontinued because of an old law which forbade any sort of practice 
of the kind. An action was brought against the New Jersey corporation 
or the illegal practice of Medicine, alleging that Dianetics was a form 
of psychiatry, therefore subject to this law. Our information form an in¬ 
terested party is that this case did not come to trial and was dismissed 
"men the concern left Elizabeth and came to 'Wichita. 

In 1950 Don G. Purcell, a builder and oil operator of Yfichita, became 
interested in dianetics and was instrumental in moving the Foundation 
to this city. The Foundation was then in financial difficulties, and 
Purcell is reported to have invested considerable money in the enter¬ 
prise, becoming president of the Kansas corporation and active in the 
management. 

This Bureau received various rumors and reports of lax business manage- 
ment of affairs in Vichita, but nothing in the way of complaint from the 
public until immediately prior to the bankruptcy action, at which time we 
received three complaints that the Foxuidation had not lived up to its 
teaching promises. Any claims for refunds would now have to be directed 
to the trustee in bankruptcy. Elliott informs us that any students of 

u^ ndi ; t « 0 ^ Vfho ' ;ish to do so coiy tinue their course of instruction 
at Hub. ard College without further cost by assigning their claims to 
Hubbard. 


..e are informed that prior to the bankruptcy action, Hubbard had sold his 
stoex in the Foundation, presumably to the Foundation or to Purcell' but 
claims he has not been paid for it. He also claims to have other finan- 
cial claims as a creditor of the Foundation. The petition of bankruptcy 
lists liabilities of about $212,C~0 and assets of about ^1*0,000.

L, Ron Hubbard was born March 13, 1911 in Nebraska; educated at George 
Washington University as a mathematician, and has v/orked in the fields of 
ethnology and general exploration, He is also known as a writer of science 
fiction 0 His book, "Dianctics, the Modern Science of Mental Health," was 
published by Hermitage House.in 1950, 

This Bureau has made no attempt to evaluate any of the claims made by and 
for dianetics, nor has it been furnished sufficient evidence to support 
such claims. We have no information to indicate that the question of 
whether dianetics processing conflicts v.dth laws governing the practice 
of medicine or the healing arts has ever been adjudicated, except in 
Hawaii as previously mentioned. We have been informed, without verifi¬ 
cation, that Nov; York has recently passed a state law specifically regu¬ 
lating this typo of practice.

Dianetics came into existence last May, following the 
publication of the book of that name by L. Ron Hubbard, who had 
been researching on the subject for 12 years. The book became 
an instantaneous best seller in the non-fiction field, and the 
vast interest of its readers, both professional and lay, led to 
the creation of the Hubbard Dianetic Research Foundation, a non¬ 
profit corporation, at Elizabeth, N * J*, where Hubbard resided. 
Subsequently, at the instigation of many who came to study under 
Hubbard, branch foundations were opened in New York City, Chicago, 
Washington, D. C., Los Angeles, Kansas City and Honolulu. Some 
l£0 non-professional dianetic groups and centers also formed 
spontaneously in the U. S., Canada, England, Scotland, Australia, 
Switzerland, Sweden, Denmark, Finland, France, Peru, Guatemala 
and the West Indies.

In a recent letter (January 15 j to the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, Samuel Ravitoh, MD, Camarillo, California, makes 
a number of statements about Dianetics which I feel deserve an answer. 

The facts about the Hubbard Dianetics Foundations are briefly 
as followss there are in existence as of this date seven Foundations — 
one each in New York City,, Washington D.C., Chicago, Honolulu, 

Kansas City, Los Angeles, and Elizabeth, New Jersey, th6 latter being 
the headquarters. There are two training centers in the United States, 
one in Elizabeth and one in Los Angeles. However, there were not 
as Dr. Ravitch states a thousand people enrolled for the first course 
in Dianetics offered in Los Angeles. The number was Just over a hundred. 
The tuition was five hundred dollars for a oourse that lasted thirty 
days, beginning 8 A.15. and ending late at night each day. Of that first 
class only twelve qualified as professional auditors at the end of the 
four weeks. During the month that followed, as a result of re-examinations 
about another forty were qualified. Among the students in that first 
course were psychologists, dentists, several HD's and DO’s, attorneys, 
and engineers, and in fact, most of the professions were represented. 

There were also people — about one-third — who did not have previous 
professional standing of any kind. Most of these were of good intelligence 
although a few people,were admitted who would not be acceptable under 
our present standards. The percentage of people who qualify after taking 
these courses continues to be about fifty peroent of those enrolled. 

This is an indication that even at this early date the Foundations are 
striving to set up and to maintain standards. 

— Much has been made of the fact that the first article on 
Dianetics appeared in Science Fiction Magazine. To anyone who knows the 
publishing field, the difficulty of getting an artiole on a new science 
in a magazine of, say, the standing of Scientific American need hardly 
be stressed. Actually, despite its title. Science Fiction Magazine has 
considerable standing in scientific circles. Its editor is a graduate in ■ 
physics from the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. In 1938 it 
ran a series of ar..tiole5_on new developments in atomic energy research

which gained it wide acceptance in scientific and university circles. 

Today fully fifty percent of its readership is made up of professional 

people. 

Dr. Ravitoh has adopted the popular label "cult" in discussing 
Dianetics. In the past such a term has been used to designate vague 
minded religions, mysticisms, and other developments which do not have 
any specific techniques whioh can be/ examined and applied by individuals 
no matter how far away they are from the original discoverer. And it is 
here that the root of this matter lies. A mere belief cannot be investigated. 
A technique oan be. Nearly two hundred pages of Hubbard's book discuss 
and describe techniques whereby people can use Dianetics to audit eaca 
other. These techniques are basiciy simple, and at any of the Foundations 
it can be proved that they work ovory timo. The scientiiic critios to 
whom Dr. Ravitch refers are many times individuals who have merely read 
the book and have felt that the claims made are exaggerated or who have 
criticized the content of the book on the basis of the past experience of 
other professions. 

I am sure that.all sensible people will agree that it is not as 
hard nor does it take as long to learn how to bandage a finger as it does to 
perform an appendectomy. There are degrees of skill involved. 

The basic idea of Dianetics is that there are numerous moments of 
pain and unconsciousness in every person’s back history and that these 
continue to affect the individual whether he knows it or not. Hubbard 
oall-s these moments of pain and unconsciousness "engrems" and states that 
many so-called psycho-somatic illnesses derive from them. Hubbard also 
discovered that during such moments of unconsciousness a part o^ the mind 
recorded words and other sounds whioh occurred around t.ie individual and 
that these y/Q^rds had^the potentiality of acting upon the body and mind of 
the victim’-oy^c'o^pulsi vq or hypnotic commands. He therefore urged 
among other things that doctors and people who might find themselves in 
the vioinity of an injured or unconscious person refrain from conversation 
of any kind because it might be aberrative. Hubbard not only offered this 
theory but also gave specific techniques for bringing up into the open 
v/ords spoken in such moments of unconsciousness and reducing and eliminating 
from the individual's nervous system the pain and the unconsciousness. 

The techniques involved are not difficult to learn and one might say that 
they are orimarily concerned with building up the memories of the past of 
the person being audited. 

Unquestionably a "lunatic fringe" has gathered around Dianetics, 
but then every doctor has his entourage of neurotics. Despite this noisy 
following and despite some errors that have been made within the 
Foundations themselves, the fact that standards are being adherred to 
should have the support of all those interested in channelizing Dianetics 
as a-profession. I think it is only sound that the Foundations have the 
right to publicize Dianetics on a dignified level and this will be done as 
a basic policy despite the occasional errors, but the Foundations do not 
beliovo in individual auditors advertising except on a basis comparable to 
that of the medical profession. The Auditors' Association on the Vest Coast 
is planning to weed out if necessary its more flamboyant members, in unis 
they will receive the full support of the Foundations to the extent that 
on th-ir recommendation the offending person's qualifying certificate will 
be revoked. This does not mean that all Dianetio advertising will cease. 
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Hany people who have not taken any course whatsoever are advertising 
themselves as Dianetic auditors. The Foundations propose gradually to 
make the public aware of this distinction between auditors qualified and 
auditors not qualified — the former do not advertise. 

It should be pointed out that there are medical doctors and 
psychiatrists who support Dianetics... Others are waiting for further 
evidence before committing themselve£ one way or another. In February 
the Foundation in Elizabeth vJill issue a validation pamphlet which will be 
available to anyone who cares to write for it. This will be one step 
of many-that will help to establish the validity of Subbard's techniques. 
Meanwhile, a number of individuals like Dr. Ravitch have made the error 
of jumping to a conclusion and of adopting an antagonistic position from 
which they will -eventually have to withdraw.

Sometime in early 1951 a complaint was filed against the 
above named charging a violation of Title 18 in that the 
Dianetic Research Foundation conducted a school and college 
within the State of New Jersey for the purpose of training 
and qualifying its students to practice medicine, without 
first obtaining from the State Board of Medical Examiners a 
license authorizing such school. The offense involved a $500 
penalty. After the complaint was filed, and before trial, it 
was agreed that the State's action would be withheld upon the 
stipulation that the defendants would remove themselves from 
the jurisdiction and not attempt to engage in any similar 
practices in the future. 

If you: have any evidence that Hubbard has re-engaged 
xn these practices here in the State of New Jersey, you 
are instructed to immediately contact the State Board of 
Medical Examiners and present your evidence to them so that 
they may proceed against Hubbard or his representatives.

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Report on seizure of B meter devices at Washington, 
D. C., requested by Senator Keating. 


This action was filed under the federal Pood, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act against the B meter device. No charges were made against anyo 
individual. Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy" trains '’auditors," who treat "pre-clears" (patients). 

The Guidance Center receives money for the service of auditors 
in loprdvlng people's health. 

Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by our organization. The investigation developed that the E meter 
Is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed through the body when the tin con electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous ease involving 
a device of cm^arsble construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of nan. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature -distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and s uch 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religion of Scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any Interest in the Pounding Church. Indeed, during 
an inspection on October 17, 2962, the top members of this organi¬ 
sation advised our inspectors that the benefits of the E meters 
could be achieved by any Individual without any interest or belief 
in the church. 
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We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per* 
mltted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organization claiming the devices to bo diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facts to establish that the 
B meters are diagnostic and therapeutic devices and not religious 
- symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this ease, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nized, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
bad collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any Involvement in religious questions.

I returned again on 2/14/63 and returned to her photostats of her 
correspondence which I picked up during my first visit. She agreed that 
it would be better for us to re tain Che originals until after the Washing¬ 
ton trial so that i£^g£M^££or anyone else tried to obtain them, they 
wgOd be unable to do so. On 2/13/63 I told her I had interviewed Rey. 
HBi® since my first visit and had refused him any information about toy 
interview with her except to deny that she had ever demonstrated the 
E-Meter. I obtained her affidavit re her dealings with Scientology in 
final form on 2/14/63. 

When I returned on the 14th I gave her an itemized receipt for the books 
which I had borrowed on Che 13th. At this time she furnished me with more 
copies of correspondence and she initialed and dated these. These are 
Exhibits 1 through 7 for February 14. On the 14th she gave me one more 
book. Exhibit H; she told me that Hubbard issued instructions on what to 
say when any of his auditors were caught by hospital authorities during 
their contact with patients. This book is dated 1955 and is one of the 
first attempts to associate Scientology with religion. On pages 5 and 6 
they recognize the necessity of medical doctors but claim that they are un¬ 
able to treat psychosomatic medicine. On pages 6 and 7 are instructions on 
how to conduct themselves if they should be arrested. 

It should be noted that in some of the issues which have been returned to 
her inasmuch as DRM apparently had these issues there was some very interest¬ 
ing material. In Issue 142 on pages 12 and 14 under the title URGENT, 

Healing Promotion by L. Ron Hubbard, he describes how they practice healing, 
and suggested methods of evading the laws with regards to engaging in 
healing practices. 

Issue 144 on page 6 describes a number of crises and that the U. S. crisis 
was caused by the irate parents of a student urging FDA to seize all 
E-Meters. This makes me wonder whether we could have a leak at our Washing¬ 
ton headquarters with regard to a complaint received about Scientology. 

Page 16 speaks of treating "patients". On page 18 it paints that the only 
legal compliance with California laws governing psychology are through 
"ministers of the Church of Scientology". I also note that ten percent 
of gross income from auditing is supposed to be sent to the central agency. 

During my visit to on February 13, she clarified several

It was recommended that all should write to 
their congressman protesting the FDA action in Washington D.C. It was 
brought up that if the FDA did get the E-Mcters seized, they are working 
on some alternative devices. One is an oscillator which will be used 
in exactly the same way as the E-Keter, The other device is one which 
uses radio-waves end maybe used at a distance. I think that at this 
time they feel secure that the FDA will take no action here. 

There were a number of E-Meters in use at the congress. They 
were being used by the "Auditors" and the "preclear" would hold on to 
tin cans connected by wire to the machine. The auditor had an outline 
sheet where they would mark the reactions to the words on//*They also 
asked for the preclears definition to these words, which they recorded. 
Some of the words used were; Problem, Responsibility, Sex, Marriage, 
Health and Change. «Ihey would go through this list and then would go 
back to the words whore a certain reaction was recorded. They would 
then question the preclear as to what his problems were in these areas 
and discuss what probably caused this. In this way they would "clear" 
the preclear of Ills withheld problems. At no time ded I hear that this 
machine would heal or cure. 

The total attendance at this congress was 396 including all 
staff, students and new members. Members attending were from Oakland, 
San Diego and Los Angeles. There are organizations located in all of 
these areas.

In accordance with Bureau of Enforcement’s memorandum dated 1-25-63 and Kansas 
City District’s assignment, the following information is submitted concerning 
our investigation of the activities of the Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Inc. 

In order to clarify the information obtained,the facts obtained are submitted 
according to the information requested in the numbered paragraphs of Bureau 
of Enforcement's memorandum. 

1. A copy of the Articles of Incorporation of the Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, 
Inc. was obtained from the file on hand at the Sedgwick County District Court 
in Wichita. The file copy was found to be an exhibit in a Petition for 
Receivership brought by the Fisher-Cohen Company, Newark, New Jersey, on 8-6-51 
against the Hubbard Dianetic Research Foundation, Inc. (then a New Jersey 
corporation) in the amount of $183.00. The cony which ve obtained is of couse 
copied from the copy in the file and lacks some clarity and nay not be suit¬ 
able for the Administration's purposes. Acceptable copies would therefor-' 
have to bo obtained iron the Secretary of State’s office in Topeka, Kansas. 

Although the Hubbard Dianetic Foundation vac the only Kansas corporation 
listed in the Petition for Receivership along with the New Jersey corporation, 
information obtained from the Y, T ichlta Better Business Bureau's files indicate 
that other couponions were formed in Kansas when it was in operation. These 
are the following: 

a. Allied Scientists of the World (incorporation March 1, 1952) 

211 W. Douglas, Wichita, Kansas 

b. International Library of Arts and Scientists 
211 N. Douglas, Wichita, Kansas 

c. Hubbard College 

Box 634, Wichita, Kansas 

(L. Ron He hoard was reported to have sold the college after the Hubbard 
Dianetie Foundation, Inc. firm went into bankruptcy in 1952 to a 
Virginia Piggett, Wichita, Kansas.) 
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d. Scientific Press, Inc. 

Box 634, Wichita, Kansas 

(This Vim a Kansas corporation owned completely by Hubbard for 
the printing and distribution of his own books) 

e. As a renvilt of the Receivership action, Mr. Don G. Purcell, 

Wichita, Kansas, and an officer in the Hubbard Dianetic Founda¬ 
tion, I nr*;, acquired the assets of the bankrupt firm for $6,124.00 
and changed the name to the Dianetic Foundation, Inc. and appar¬ 
ently la tor to Human Evaluation, Inc., 321 V/. Douglas, in Wichita 
.and whieghe .operated for a short.while before quitting. 

f. An undated newspaper clipping in the files of the Better Business 
Bureau carried the incorporation of two other Wichita firms, 

Dianetic Services, Inc., 910 Worth Yale and L. Ron Hubbard, Inc. 
These were probably incorporated in 1951 or 1952. 

The Articles of Incorporation on the above firms could probably be obtained 
from the Secretary or state’s office in Topeka since copies are unavailable 
in Wichita. 

2. In the District Uourt of Sedgwick County on 8-6-51, a petition for 
appointment of a receiver was brought against the Hubbard Dianetic Research 
Foundation, Inc. (a Kcw Jersey Corporation) and the Hubbard Dianetic Founda¬ 
tion (Kansas corporation) by the Fisher-Cchen Company, Eewark, New Jersey. 

The petition alleged that the sole purpose of the incorporation cf the Kansas 
firm was for the purpose of defrauding the creditors of the New Jersey corpor¬ 
ation. Tne Fisher-C.'hen Company’s claim in the petition was in the amount 
of $183.00. Subsequently, other creditors submitted claims for unpaid accounts. 

The individuals named fn the petition were the following: 

L. Ron Rubbam aka Lafayette Ronald Hubbard - President & Director 
Donald H. Envers - Secretary 
James L. El.l.i.ott - Trustee 

John W. Maloney - Executive Vice President & Treasurer 
' Don G. Purcell - Trustee 

Elliott and Rogers vy-i'e apparently figureheads in the corporation since the 
Sheriff's office at {-.he time was unable to locate them for the purpose of 
serving a summons and. a subpoena on them in connection with the court pro¬ 
ceedings. At a latcv- date on 5-17-52, a warrant was sworn out by Jack Maloney, 
General Manager, against James L. Elliott to the effect that Elliott had 
unlawfully taken foundation property on February 21, 1950* This was considered 
as grand larcency since the value was considered to be over $20.00 and consisted 
of tape recordings, addressograph plates, a typewriter, and a painting. How¬ 
ever, the charge was dismissed because of insufficient evidence o/a 5-30-52. 

This information was obtained from an undated newspaper clipping in the Better 
Business Bureau files.. 
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The District Court ordered that Virgil Quick be appointed operating Receiver 
of the assets of the two corporations. However, Don G. Purcell on 9-1-51 
appealed this action to the Kansas State Supreme Court (Quick vs Purcell - 
Cause 38580). The appeal was apparently dismissed by the State Supreme Court 
on 1-29-52 and the issues Involved are listed in a booklet titled as follows:

The questions involved in the appeal included the following: 

I. Upon the Appointment of Quick as Receiver he was entitled to take 
Charge of the Business and Assets of both Corporations. 

By the Defendant's Appeal and Appeal Bond, or Supersedeas Bonds, 
under G. S. Kansas, 1949, 60-1209, the Receiver was prevented 

and Prohibited fran.talcing charge or taking over the then existing 
business and assets. 

HI. The assets in existence on September 1, 1951 Lad been dissipated, 
disposed of, or concealed, so that the Receiver upon dismissal 
of the appeal could not have found or obtained such assets. 

IV. The filing of a petition in bankruptcy by the Kansas Corporation, 
which had charge of all assets of both corporations showed no 
assets left except a portion of the furniture and fixtures. 

V. ' The appeal bonds, or supersedeas bonds, guarantee a presentment, 

delivery or turning to the receiver, upon affirmance of the judgment 
appointing a receiver, of the Assets, or their worth, which were in 
existence upon the appointment of a receiver and the appeal therefrcm 
and 

VI. The evidence in the case at the bar against the surety showed that there 
had been a dissipation or dispo^tion of the assets in the amount of 
approximately $23,000 less then the amount of approximately $3,400 
received for what furniture was left, and the sum of $2,000 paid in money.

379-B-2) since 
the case records had been shipped for storage to the Government Records Center 
Branch, 2306 E. Bannister Road, Kansas City, Missouri. The records branch 
will have to be contacted in order to obtain the information desired under 
this paragraph.

12-2-52 - Judge Hill announced decision adjudging Hubbard in contempt 
of court for refusal to comply with order of Referee dated 
August 15, 1952; also letter directed to Judge Hill from 
A. D. Weiskarch setting out argument why this court could 
not bring Hubbard into contempt. 

12-2-52 - Letter to Counsel re: Judge's announcement of contempt. 

12-8-52 - Warrant for Hubbard issued. 


12-8-52 - Marshal advised Hubbard in Philadelphia. Not desired 
at this time to return him here. 

3-7-52 - Marshal's Return of Subpoena; L. Ron Hubbard filed. 


7-21-53 - Marshal's Return Bench Varrant Returned. Not Executed. Filed. 

With respect to the alleged assault upon the U. S. Marshal at the time of issuin. 
an arrest warrant, we were also unable to find any notice of this incident in 
the'Docket of the Clerk’s office. It may be that some information may be avail¬ 
able upon checking the bankruptcy case as mentioned previously. 

The Better Business Bureau records, cover an account which was apparently ex¬ 
tracted from the Philadelphia Inquirer, December 17, 1952, vhich described 
an incident in vhich two U. S. Marshals were beaten while serving a warrant. 

The marshals were apparently beaten when they were prevented from serving a 
varrant upon Hubbard to appear before Judge Alan K. Grim as a witness. Hubbard 
was then lecturing on the second floor of a building at the time. The marshals' 
engaged in a scuffle with a Mrs. Helen O'Brien, her husband, John O'Brien, 
and an Ernest Kish. Hubbard was apparently released for his appearance as a 
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•witness in the bankruptcy case the following date. The EBB extract is not 
too clear on this and followup could undoubtedly be made in Philadelphia con¬ 
cerning this indicent. 

4. Re: Hubbard’s Birth Data - copy attached. 

5 . Concerning the divorce action of Mrs. Sara Horthrup Hubbard in California 
and the locking of Hubbard in Wichita as a result of this action, both the 
County Attorney and the Marshal's office in Wichita list no record on the 
action. Both offices stated that since no fugitive warrant was apparently 
involved, no record was filed since it may have been just a request by Cali¬ 
fornia to locate Hubbard without any further action. 

The Better Business Bureau's files contain copies of letters dated June 9 2 nd 
June 11, 195dj in. which Sara U. Hubbard cancelled a Receivership action against 
the Hubbard Dianetic Research Foundation of California in return for the guarantee 
of a divorce by Hubbard. The June 11th letter also repudiates statements made 
by Mrs. Sara Hubbard against Hubbard. (Copies are attached) 

Apparently, when California was attempting to locate Hubbard, he was then 
reportedly in Cuba completing a book and he later Returned with their child. 

This explanation along with which John Galusha, Hubbard's secretary, called 
Mrs. Hubbard’s "confession to perjury" are outlined in Galusha's letter to 
the Phoenix, Arizona Better Business Bureau office dated June 12, 1954. 

6 . Mr. Don G. Purcell, who was Hubbard's backer in Wichita, was reported to 
have lived in Wichita most of his life. He apparently was an individual of 
seme means and his active interests included the construction and real estate 
fields along with oil producing interests, while an officer in the Omega Oil 
Company, Inc. Frcm information gathered, Mr. and Mrs. Pvirce.ll both were 
followers of the Dianetics movement and reportedly pursuadea Hubbard lo cone 
to Wichita where the new corporation was formed. There is some conflict as 

to the officer status of the corporation. The Petition for Receivership filed 
on 8-6-51 on behalf of the plaintiff, Fisher-Cohcn Company against the Hubbard 
Dianetics Foundation, Inc., lists Hubbard as the President, Donald H. Rogers 
as the Secretary, John W. Maloney as the Vice President & Treasurer, and 
Purcell as one of the Trustees. Later reports issued by Dunn A Bradstreet 
in the BBB files list Purcell as the President, Hubbard the Vice President, 
and Maloney as the Secretary & Treasurer. 

Purcell was apparently the financial backer of the defunct corporation and 
it is only guesswork as to how much money he actually put into the firm. In 
a cl aim and Intervening Petition in the Receivership case, Purcell listed a 
claim of $46,462.64, this being the total which he had loaned to the corpor¬ 
ation. The plaintiff's attorney subsequently filed an Objection to this claim. 

By consent, Purcell did not share in any of the dividend as shown in the 
Journal Entry filed 5-31-56. 
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As previously noted, Purcell formed the Dianetic Foundation, Inc., on 2-23-53 
following the bankruptcy action on the Hubbard Dianetic Foundation firm. 
Apparently, the firm Human Evaluation, Inc. also farmed by Purcell at this 
time was also an outgrowth of the bankruptcy and Purcell operated these for 
a while before quitting. 

Purcell is apparently deceased and probably died semetime in mid 1957 or in 
195S- This fact cotild be verified from the Bureau of Vital Statistics in 
Topeka. 

A check of the County Sheriff's department and the City Police Department 
shows only one arrest cn the city police records. Purcell vas arrested on 
6-4-51 in which a warrant vas issued for a jaywalking charge on 12 - 12 - 50 . 

A fine of $9-90 was paid. Other reports show only non-injury automobile 
accidents in which Purcell was involved along with impounding his automobile 
on two occasions for being parked in tow-avay zones. 

7* Any correspondence noted between the Hubbard interests and the Better 
Business Bureau were copied and are submitted with this report for the 
Administration's evaluation. A great deal of the BBB's files consisted of 
inter-divisions reports, much of which vac hearsay or handed down to the 
divisions from, others. We therefore screened most of this material and copied 
that which would be of interest to the Administration. 

As a matter of interest, the following list of firms and/or organizations 
were associated vith Hubbard's uianetics movement.

Be stated further that while they have found they have achieved unbelievable results with 
crasy mixed-up people”, their primary interest is in dealing with intelligent, apparently 
well-ad^etod people as a working knowledge of the principles of Scientology releases the 
potential in then which has never been given an opportunity to develop and turns then 
into dynamic individuals capable of accomplishing much more than they ever dreamed possible 
once they cease to operate "out of time and space".

L, Ron Hubbard was born March 13, 1911 in Nebraskaj educated at George 
Washington University as a mathematician, and has worked in the fields of 
ethnology and general exploration. He is also, known as a writer of science- 
fiction, His book, "Dianetics, the Modem Science of Ifental Health," was 
published by Hermitage House.in 195>0« 

This Bureau has made no attempt to evaluate any of the claims made by and 
for dianetics, nor has it been furnished sufficient evidence to support 
such claims. Me have no information to indicate that the question of 
whether dianetics processing conflicts rdth laws governing the practice 
of medicine or the healing arts has ever been .adjudicated, except in 
Hawaii as previously mentioned, *'c have been informed, without verifi¬ 
cation, that Hew York has recently passed a state law specifically regu¬ 
lating this type of practice.

Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Inc,, a Kansas corporation, on February 
21, 1952, filed a voluntary petition in bankruptcy, : action of its 
president, Don Purcell, a Vlchita business man. The corporation was 
previously in receivership (appealed to State S ; pre *o Court) as result 
of action brought by creditors in the east prior to the move to eichita. 

AlHed Scientists of the .‘orld, and International Library of Arts ar.d 
.Sciences, are subsidiaries of the Foundation, and presumably affected 
by the sane action. 


The Foundation has had a contract with Hubbard which permits the Foun¬ 
dation to use the name, Dianetics, and to act as distributor for Hub. ard’s 
books. The contract specifies that if Hubbard is dissatisfied with the 
Foundation’s methods he has the right to cancel this a reement, In view 
of this fact, and since the name Dianetics sec-us to have considerable 
possibility for commercial exploitation, the Foundation should still be 
kept in your "live" files, and we will report when there are further de¬ 
velopments. 

Hub' ard is now completely separated from the Foundation, and has orga¬ 
nized Hu : '. ard College, a Kansas corporation, non profit, with temporary 
offices in the Derby 3uildinr, "ichita, while they seek larger quarters. 

Scientific Pro-ss, Inc«, a Kansas corporation, is owned completely by 
Hubbard, for the printin'*. and distributing of his books and other 
writings. 


Hubbard College is set up to teach Dianetics under the personal supervision 
of Hubbard, CTraduatos become "registered dianeticists" and will be li¬ 
censed to give courses in dianeiic processing in their own offices or 
schools. The fees and charge- for this licensing, with necessary films 
and texts, are now $1,000, vrhich is to be increased to $1,500 on March 1, 
1952, to $2,90C on Larch 20, and to $5,000 on June 1, 1952*

Fiscal History Originally Hubbard Dianetics Foundation was operating 
under four separate charters, at Los Angeles, New York 
City, Washington, D. C., Elizabeth, N. J,, and an office at Honolulu# 

None of those arc now in operation, we believe* The office at Honolulu 
was discontinued because of an old law which forbade any sort of practice 
of the kind* An action was brought apainst the New Jersey corporation 
for the illegal practice of medicine, alleging that Dianetics waa a form 
of psychiatry, therefore subject to this law* Our information form an in¬ 
terested party is that this case did not come to trial and v.-ae dismissed 
when the concern left Elizabeth and came to ifichita# 

In 1950 Don G» Purcell, a builder and oil operator of Wichita, became 
interested in dianetics and was instrumental in moving the Foundation 
to this city. The Foundation was then in financial difficulties, and 
'Purcell is reported to have invested considerable money in the enter¬ 
prise, becoming president- of the Kansas corporation and active in the 
management. 

This Bureau received various rumors and reports of lax business manage¬ 
ment of affairs in T'ichita, but nothing in the way ef complaint from the 
public ”ntil immediately prior to the bankruptcy action, at which time we 
received three complaints that the Foundation had not lived up to its 
teaching promises* Any claims for refunds would now have to be directed 
to the trustee in bankruptcy, Elliott informs us that, ary students of 
the Foundation who wish to do so may continue their course of instruction 
at Hub’ard College without further cost by assigning their claims to 
Hubbard* 

Y’e are informed that prior tc the bankruptcy action, Hubbard had sold his 
stock in the Foundation, presumably to the Foundation or to Purcell, but 
claims he has not been paid for it. He also claims to have other finan¬ 
cial claims as a creditor of the Foundation. The petition of bankruptcy 
lists liabilities of about $212,000 and assets of ammt 0,000.

v in reply to your inquiry of July 17, 1950, about 
Hubbard Dianotics Research Foundation,, Inc., of Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, I can give no personal opinion since I am totally unac¬ 
quainted with the group and the type of treatment they sponsor. 


My reaction to their claim of curing epilepsy is that 
of any medical man: that it is entirely unethical, The Hubbard 
group are not doctors of medicine (with the exception of one 
person, I believe, who is the assistant or partner cf Mr, Hubbard). 


Ono of tsy assistants has talked with a number of repu¬ 
table psychiatrists, psychoanalysts and psychologists in this 
arua who have personal knowledge of Hubbard's system and have 
• witnessed his demonstrations. 


It is their considered professional opinion that 
Hubbard ? s approach is unscientific and unrealistic. His presen¬ 
tation is flamboyant and full of contradictions. His technique 
Is that used by hypnotists; his appeal is to the hysterical, as 
is the appeal of moat faith-healers, fortune-tellers, astrologers 
and cultlsts, He refuses scientific and specific questioning, 
referring all questioners to his book. His emphasis on sensational 
publicity is not in keeping with the behavior or conduct of a 
professional man whose chief interest is in his patients' welfare. 
His encouragement of lay practitioners of his system can lead 
only to widespread quackery. 

It is also the opinion of the profession here that 
$500 a month is an exorbitant fee. The average cost of psychiatric

A new cult u smoldering through the 
U.S. underbrush. Its name: dianetics. Last 
week its bible, Dianetics: The Modem 
Science of Mental Health, was steadily 
climbing the U.S. bestseller lists. Demand 
was especially heavy on the West Coast. 
Bookstores in Los Angeles were selling 
pianettes on an under-the-counter basis. 
Armed with the manual, which they called 
simply “The Book,” fanatical converts 
overflowed Saturday night meetings in 
Hollywood, held dianetics parties, formed 
clubs, and “audited” (treated) each other. 

In many ways, dianetics (“the science 
of mind”)-is. the poor man's psychoanaly¬ 
sis; it has a loidi of Coueism and a mild 
resemblance to Buchmanite confession. It 
purports to cleanse the mind of previous 
harmful influences, thus vastly increasing 
its powers and efficiency, by making the 
individual relive former painful experi¬ 
ences to “discharge" their evil power. Ac¬ 
cording to dianetics’ d'seoverer. L. (for 
Lafayette i Ron (for Ronald i Hubbard: 

; “The hidden source of all psychosomatic 
: ills and human aberration has been discov¬ 
ered and skills have been developed for 
their invariable cure.”

Reason A Records. According to Hub¬ 
bard’s “science,” the mind consists of two 
parts: 1) the analytical (corresponding 
roughly to Freud’s “conscious” mind), 
which perceives, remembers and reasons; 
and a) the reactive (something like 
Freud’s “unconscious”), which neither re¬ 
members nor reasons but simply records. 
Normally, the analytical mind is domi- 
naoL But it can be “switched off” by un¬ 
consciousness from injury or anesthesia, 
more often by acute emotional shock or 
physical pain. 

Then, says Hubbard, the reactive mind 
Is switched on. It does not store memories, 
but “engrams”—impressions on proto¬ 
plasm itself. An engram is, he declares, "a 
complete recording, down to the last accu- 
mte detail, of every perception present in

Many names of firms or names -which might be construed as firms were found in 
the various files reviewed. See Praecipe for Subpoena frcm bankruptcy file 
page 31 which lists a number of such names listed in an order which casts 
doubt on the status of some of the names. 

The following names were listed for check as to status in the Secretary of 
State's office in Topeka, Kansas. Kansas has a licensing system for foreign 
corporations and corporations unknown to the Secretary of State cannot do 
business in Kansas legally. These names were not found as being licensed in 
Kansas nor are there records of incorporation.

* These firms are listed in the DBM memorandum of 1-24-63 and probably 
were not in existance when Hubbard was operating in Kansas. 

On March 4, 1952, L. Ron Hubbard filed a motion in the bankruptcy suit in which 
he alleges that he does business as "Central Press", a firm not incorporated 
and wholely owned by himself. He also alleges that he is the principal stock¬ 
holder of Scientific Press, Inc., a Kansas corporation. This motion was not 
copied for submission but may be obtained if wanted. 

2. ' This paragraph concerns the Kansas state receivership of Eubbard Dianetics 
Foundation, Inc. Inspectors Jira and Lawson have reported on this suit in full. 
Since this suit was filed just a few months prior to the bankruptcy, the bank¬ 
ruptcy suit became involved in this matter. 

One fact which was not clear in the state records was the connection of Donald 
H. Rogers, Secretary, and James L. Elliott, Trustee with L. Ron Hubbard. The 
bankruptcy file shows that these men were officers of a Hew Jersey Corporation 
bearing the same name and that they signed a note for the New Jersey Corporation 
in the amount of $5,000 almost immediately before the New Jersey firm went into 
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bankruptcy. Hie office furniture may have been shipped to Wichita, see 
petition of Mrs. Margaret Campbell. The note in favor of Margaret Campbell 
apparently is one of two such $5,000 notes on which Don G. Purcell filed 
claim in the state receivership action. (See page 34 of copies of the State 
action submitted by Inspectors Jira and Lawson, and page 19 of copies of 
bankruptcy file). The claim was disallowed in the bankruptcy action. Don 
Purcell received some payment in the state action but it would appear that 
he lost some $40,000 in the transaction which was allowed but not for the 
purpose of sharing in any dividend as a result of the suit. (See page 105, 
copies of state action submitted by Inspectors Jira and Lawson). 

3* Paragraph number 3 requests detailed information regarding the bankruptcy 
of The Hubbard Dianetics Foundation filed on 5-8-52. Details of the citation 
of L. Hon Hubbard for. contempt of court and assault on a U. S. Marshal and 
financial status. 

This bankruptcy was in fact filed on 2-2L-52, Docket Number 379-B-2. The 
file now is at the G.S.A. Record Center, 2306 East Bannester Road, Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

I have reviewed this entire file consisting of 4 file folders and perhaps 
five inches thick. 


The main file about l-jy inches thick has an index bankruptcy Form No. 70 in 
the front. Documents in this file are numbered from 1 for the petition in 
bankruptcy to 149 dated 3~l6-54 "Order approving account, discharging trustee 
and closing estate." I have marked in ink the documents I selected for cooying 
from this file on this index. 

A second file folder of equal thickness contains the overflow from the above 
folder. This file contains a mass of material frcn the records in the state 
receivership action (paragraph ^‘2 of memo 1-25-63), subpoenas. Temporary 
Restraining Order (pages 17 and 18), Order to Show Cause (page 39)‘ and 
Report to Bankruptcy Clerk document number 52 which is the last document in 
this file. 


The third der about inch thick was exhibits used by the parties in the 
various hearings and copies are attached. A number of these documents were 
copied. 

The fourth folder was very thick and consisted of nothing but the various 
claims filed against the estate. Nothing from, this file was copied for sub¬ 
mission. 

A narrative history of this bankruptcy as revealed from the bankruptcy files 
follows:

Hubbard Dianetic Foundation, Inc. filed in voluntary bankruptcy on 2-21-52 
-with declared liabilities of $212,394 and assets of $40,763. The report of 
Referee in Bankruptcy to Clerk indicates liabilities of $424,788.76 and total 
distribution of only $16,135*84 The costs of the bankruptcy action were 
$4,876.97» Copy of this document filed 3-24-54 is attached. Don G. Purcell 
signed the bankruptcy petiton as president of the company. Mr. Purcell is 
listed as a creditor of the corporation for $7f,000. $70,000 of this is 

alleged as against the corporation of the same name in Elizabeth, New Jersey 
which previously became bankrupt. It is not clear whether other Purcell claims 
Eire included or not. The petiton of Mrs. Margaret Campbell was copied and is 
attached (page 19). It appears that the note for $5,000 as well as another 
note for $5,000 held by Mrs. Campbell actually was $10,000 advanced by Mr. 

Purcell. 

Mr* Purcell purchased the corporation and certain assets including name, goodwill, 
rights to teach dianetics, copyrights, trademarks, office supplies, etc. for 
$6ll4 at the bankruptcy sale. See copy of Order upon First Meeting of Creditors 
filed April 7, 1952, page 52 attached. 

The bankruptcy petition lists a disputed claim of L. Ron Hubbard for $100,000 
which arose in Elizabeth, New Jersey, as well as Wichita, Kansas. 

The claims of both Mr. Purcell and Mr. Hubbard were disallowed. 

urank E. McMullan was appointed receiver in bankruptcy and William Porter was 
.appointed as his attorney. 

On March 15, 1952, a Temporary Restraining Order issued to prohibit L. Ron 
Hubbard and Tim Elliott frar. operating "Hubbard College" in Wichita in compe¬ 
tition with the bankrupt corporation which now was being operated by the court. 

Jim Elliott was alleged to have unlawfully removed a mailing list from the 
prend.ses of the bankrupt on behalf of Hubbard and possibly 950 copies of a 
handbook belonging to the bankrupt. The Marshal was ordered to pick up the 
mailing lists and deposit them, with the court. All parties were prohibited/bom 
selling the handbooks and the Marshal vas ordered to pick up any such hooks 
and turn them over to the receiver. This temporary restraining order was copied 
and is attached, see document marked as pages 17 and 18, dated March 15, 1952. 

The restraining order vas extended on April 1, 1952, and dissolved on April 9, 
1952. Purcell had purchased the assets of the corporation in the meantime and 
the receiver, Frank McMullen, vas discharged, but appointed trustee. William 
Porter was appointed as his attorney. 

It is interesting to note that this business vas operated from 2-21-52 to 4-1-52 
as a receivership in banlzruptcy by the United States Court. 

After hearing in which L. Ron Hubbard actually appeared and testified, the 
referee in bankruptcy issued an order directing the return of certain recordings 
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pertaining to the "teaching" of dianetics and the order recites that Hubbard 
stated that he would return them within five days. Copy of the order is 
attached, page 34. 

On April 29, 1952, Frank E. McMullan filed an answer to notion of L. Hon Hubbard 
which also was a petition for certain orders. This document (number 3°) alleges 
that L. Ron Hubbard unla\rfully withdrew from the corporation $11,000, a Chrysler 
automobile, the recordings involved in the referee’s orders above, ar.d some 
office furniture. The court is petitioned to order Hubbard to return the money 
and the property. 

Hubbard's motion (not copied) alleged that the recordings and furniture belonged 
to his companies. Central Press and Scientific Press, Inc., which occupied 
the same quarters as Hubbard Dianetic Foundation., Inc., and therefore he was 
the legal owner thereof. 

On July 2, 1952, the Trustee filed an ammended answer and petition for relief. 
See document number 54. This document alleges that Hubbard's action in having 
the various checks issued constituted embezzlement. 

On August 11, 1952, L. Ron Hubbard filed Praecipe for Subpoena for subpoenas 
duces tecum to Don G. Purcell, John W. Maloney, and Betty Jo Krehbiel for care 
of Hubbard Foundation, Inc. These people were employeec of Hubbard Dianetic 
Foundation. This document was copied and is submitted s?nee many names of com¬ 
panies, treatments, or what not, are enumerated. The document is ir miter 31* 

The matter was heard on August 15, 1952. The Exhibit file previously mentioned 
concerned this hearing. Hubbard’s Exhibit C consists of an agreement on The 
Hubbard Dianetic Foundation, Inc. letterhead dated September 14, 195--. It is 
signed by John V. Maloney and Don G. Purcell. Tnis agreement tends to show 
that L. Ron Hubbard owns the word "Dianetics" and all dianetic processes as 
well as books, lectures, etc. 

Another agreement also dated September l4, 1951, grants The Hubbard Dianetics 
Foundation, Inc. the right to use the word "Dianetics" ar.d publish dianetics 
articles etc. as well as operate clinics and centers too. Tnis agreement is 
signed by Hubbard and Maloney. Letter dated Fecruary 2?, 1952 purparts to 
cancel the above agreement. Three copies of telegrams (dates are not legible) 
are also part of Hubbard'c Exhibit C, These telegrams are addressed to Hubbard 
in Phoenix, Arizona, and are from Hubbard College. Cue states that Areell 
ignores the above agreements, another that Purcell purchased the Foundation 
in bankruptcy court. The last states that Purcell demands Hubbard purchase 
for $100,000 or he will close college and finish off dietetics. Hubbard’s 
Exhibit A is a statement purporting to shov $95,137*77 due to Hubbard from 
Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Inc. Exhibit B dated 1-25-52 is another statement 
for $8,141.22. These exhibits were all copied and are attached. 
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Hie exhibits of the bankrupt corporation which were copied are a freight bill 
showing shipnent of household goods from Hubbard Dianetic Foundation to Allied 
Scientist of the World, Denver, Colorado, dated 11-16-51- The household goods 
actually were desks and office chairs. A bill of $68-39 bo International 
Library of Arts and Sciences was paid by bankrupt corporation. A bill to L. 
Ron Hubbard from Authors League was paid by bankrupt. 

Other exhibits which were not copied were checks to L. Ron Hubbard and Central 
Press as follows:

All checks were signed by Betty Jo Krehbiel and John W. Maloney and were 
bankrupt checks. L. Ron Hubbard owned Central Press entirely and accordingly 
he vas the actual beneficiary of the Central Press checks. This is the $11,000 
in controversy between L. Ron Hubbard and the referee in bankruptcy, E. R. Sloan. 

In addition to the above were statements for refreshments to L. Ron Hubbard 
from the Lassen Hotel, statement from Louis B. Robberts, M. D. for $10. medical 
fees (marked Purcell and Hubbard), invoice of Franklin Hiebert, Attorney, to 
L. Ron Hubbard in the amount of $125 to appearance and conferences in keeping 
divorce judgment Hubbard v Hubbard current and appearance and conferences on 
Palm Springs suit. All of the above paid by Hubbard Dianetic Foundation, Inc. 
checks. The attorney was paid $397*75, check 912, dated 12-10-51. ' The checks 
were signed by Krehbiel and Maloney. 

No other mention of the divorce or the kidnapping and torture action was found 
in the bankruptcy file. 

The documents listed in the index document numbers 82 and 83 are described as 
“Transcript of Hearing”. These documents are simply the clerks notes to the 
effect that the cause was heard and held under advisement, etc. They are not 
transcripts of the evidence. 

On August 22, 1952, the Referee in bankruptcy filed an order on the amended 
cross petition as a result of the hearing on August 15, 1952. L. Ron Hubbard 
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had been enjoined from leaving the continental limits of the United States be¬ 
cause of the monies and property he had ■which was alleged to belong to the 
bankrupt corporation. This injunction was dissolved. The order shows a 
finding frcm the evidence that L. Ron Hubbard completely dominated the bank¬ 
rupt corporation and ran the business according to his own whim. He thus 
obtained $ 20 , 359*99 from the corporation and was only entitled to about 
$10,000. Thus, $9286.99 should be returned along with other assets wrongfully 
taken or converted. See document number 79* 

On September 23, 1952, Judge Delmas C. Hill issued "Order to Show Cause" why 
Hubbard should not be held in contempt of court. The trustee had asked the 
bankruptcy court for such an order on May 5, 1952. See copy of this document 
numbered 40. The district court order is document 39 . 

Attorneys for L. Ron Hubbard alleged that Hubbard appeared for his companies. 
Central Press and Scientific Press, Inc., and not for himself. They therefore 
contended that the court had no service on L. Ron Hubbard and therefore was 
without jurisdiction to cite Hubbard for contempt. 

On December 4, 1952, Judge Hill, issued an order holding L. Ron Hubbard for 
contempt of court for not returning the property involved to the trustee as 
ordered. The clerk of the court was ordered to issue a bench warrant for the 
arrest of Hubbard. Attached to this order is a list of the recordings involved 
by title. 

The Benth Warrant issued on December 8 , 1952, see document number 49. The 
return shows that it •was not executed at the request of trustee’s attorney. 

Two notes are attached regarding the service of the warrant which show why the 
warrant was not served. The notes and return were copied and the copies are 
attached to copy of document number 49. 

Referee’s order in connection with the petition of Virgil Quick, receiver in 
State Court, was filed on December 12, 1952. This shows that $3, i +2e.lS was 
paid to the State Court receiver from the bankrupt estate. See copy attached, 
document number 97 * 

On December 31> 3.952, the trustee filed a petition to confirm compromise, see 
document 108. Hubbard agreed to pay $1,000 and release the Chrysler automobile, 
and the trustee decided that no more could be obtained from Hubbard. This 
compromise was accepted. See copy of document 108 attached. 

The Report of Referee in Bankruptcy to clerk was copied and the copies are 
attached, see document number 52 . 

No mention of assault on the U. S. Marshal was found in the file. 

Note document 108 shows that Philadelphia attorneys were to receive fees for 
arranging compromise in Hubbard's Contempt of court action. The Marshal may 
have been assaulted when served in the Philadelphia action.

Check number 912 dated 12-10-51 in amount of $397*7-5 payable to Franklin Hiebert 
and signed by Krehbiel and Maloney issued by Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Inc. 
was in the bankruptcy exhibit file. No mention of the $272.75 over this 
statement of $125 "was found in the bankruptcy file. 

Wichita Inspector Post reports more information on this matter, but apparently 
the files of the courts involved may be necessary. Wichita is attempting to 
locate Attorney Hiebert and thus may have information not reported in their 
reports of 1-29 and 2-4-63. 

6. Mr. Purcell died in Rochester, Minneasota on June 27, 1959^ at age 51* 

Kansas Vital Statistics Bureau had this record of Kansans who die in other 
states. Wichita Sub Station confirmed the death in the Wichita newspaper. 


7. Wichita has reported fully on this and Kansas City probably has nothing 
to add. Better Business Bureau of Kansas City was not visited. 


The last paragraph of memorandum of 1-25-63 directs that certain information 
be obtained from all individuals. Hie names of all persons encountered in the 
bankruptcy, including employees who filed for wages and all attorneys involved, 
were supplied to Wichita for investigation. 


Evan Wright, Kansas State Food and Drug, had never heard of Dianetics 
Ron Hubbard. He could not recall ever hearing of Hubbard E. Meter or 
devices.
